IMPORTANT AMENDMENTS 
LAWS PROPOSED. 


TO THE 


The Judiciary Committee of the House Reports Fa- 
yorably—The United States Judges Given More 
Discretion in Trials-Information to be 
approved by Collectors, Etc., Etc. 


Wasninoton, April 15.—[Special.]—Judge 
PRennett, of North Carolina, today reported 
favorably from the judiciary committee the 
bill of Mr. Henderson, of North Carolina, 
which proposes some important amendments 
to the internal revenue laws. The first section 
provides that where a minimum penalty is 
fixed for an offense against the internal reve- 
nue laws it shall be abolished and the judge 
may in his discretion, make the punishment as 
light as he thinks proper. The second section 
requires that a]l affidavits made on belief or 
information against alleged offenders shall be 
made -by re~anue collectors, deputy collec- 
tors or special agents, and in each case 
must be approved by the district attorney. 
Aflidavits made on knowledge by any person 
shall not only affirm the knowledge of a vio- 
lation of law, but shall fully set forth the facts, 
and these must be approved by a United 
States commissioner, before process shall issue, 
In next section itis stipulattd that when any 
prisoner sentenced for more than one year is 
in such a physical condition as to render his 
further confinement dangercus, the judge may 
shorten his sentence. The last section pro- 
vides that the commissioners may be removed 
in the discretion of circuit judges. 

Mr. Henderson has consulted with a large 
number of the members on his bill, and has 
received assurances of support which induce 
him to believe it will pass in the honse,

SECRETS OF THE SENATE.

Messrs. Logan and Riddleberger on the 
Pending Resolution, 
WASHINGTON, April 15.—In the senate, Mr, 
Legan took the floor in support of the move- 
ment for open executive sessions. He prefer- 
red his own resolution, he said, because it 


provided broadly for open sessions on all mat- fF 


ters of nomination and confirmatien. Without 
going into the history of secret sessions, Mr. 
Logan would simply premise by saying that 
there was not now, and never was any neces- 
sity for secret sessions of the senate. Mr. Logan 
read from Story’s commentaries on the con- 
stitution a strong disapproval of secrecy as to 
public business and the statement that it was 
not in accord with the spirit of the constitu- 
ion. Mr. Logan could not understand what 
there was about the character of any man 
nominated for public service that should re- 
quire his case to be considered in secret. The 
secrecy that might have been necessary in the 
early vears of the republic found no basis in 
necessity nor #ropriety now. The house of 
representatives had first opened its proceed- 


ings to the public because it represented the- 


people directly. The senate had started out 
longer on the theory that it might more prop- 
erly represent the states. Senators, however, 
were responsible to the people, too, and should 
let the people know what they were doing. 
Mr. Logan hoped that the _ senator 
who favored secret sessions would be heard 
frem inthe debate. The talking should not 
be all on one side in the discussion. ‘Those 
who believed in secrecy should openly state 
their grounds for that Belief. He (Logan) 
would like to hear those grounds. Let the 
doors be opened, and let “senatorial courtesy” 
give place to a fair and open consideration. 
The traducer of character and the condoner of 
bad records would both go down before the 
open consideration of nominations. The 
treachcrous stilletto would give place to open 
and manly warfare. The man who, with a 
crooked record, wanted public office would 
then have to seek other channe's than the 
senate. In the people’s government, why 
should not the people know the reasons 
for our consent, which meant the people’s 
respect, to nomination. Secret sessions were 
demoralizing. Was there one senator who 
would hesitate to frankly tell the truth to a 
man, if he was opposed to him? He (Logan) 
had known cases in whie@® men believed they 
would be confirmed, and*had good grounds for 
their belief, yet were rejected. He (Logan) 
would not say that senators had told such men 
untruths. Secrets of executive sessions were 
let out insome way. He would not say how 
correctly. Was there ever an executive session 
to consider an important matter from which 
something had not leaked out? He acquitted 
the officers of the senate of any fault in ,this 
matter, He did not believe they let 
secrets out. Sull, the newspapers were 
foll of statements of things that 
happen, or that were said to happen, in execu- 
tive sessions. Ifthey did not make correct 
statements, they professod todoso. If the 
senate would not open its doors, was if not 
encouraging deception on thegpart of newspa- 
pers? Was it not better to have the conntry 
know exactly what the senate was doing? 
Newspaper men did the best they could. They 

ot ‘“‘secrets”’ from somebody. Mr. Logan 

idn’t know from whom—probably from the 
epittoons or desks of the senate chamber. Of 
course not from any senators. Were 
not the senators encouraging newspaper 
men to state things that were not true The 
senate was notdirectly responsible for any 
incorrect statements as to secret sessions. If 
the doors were opened, the speeches in execu- 
tive sessions would be shorter, proceedings 
more orderly and the debates better and ofa 
more elevated character. As to the publicity 
of votes, Mr. Logan was perfectly willing that 
his constituents and everybody else should 
know how hevoted in executive session, and 
if he dared he would teli every day what his 
vote was, but henever did. The power of 
public opinion was rising on this subject. The 
people felt that they mustand should know 
what thesenators were doing. They were 
demanding open doors for the proceedings of 
the senate, and the doors will be opened. 

Mr. Logan pointedly added: “Mark whatI 
tell you—and it will not be long, either.” 

Mr. Riddleberger, in withdrawing the sub- 
stitute offered by him for the open executive 
sessions resolution, said he had offered itin 
the belief that a two-thirds vote was necessary 
to pass the resolution for which he intended 
his resolution to be asubstitute. Finding that 
the present form of the resolution would re- 

uire only a majority vote, he would with- 
raw the substitute. Hesaid he would call 
up.the matter every morning till it was dis- 
ed of. He did not propose that it should 
allowed to die out. As to how the secrets 

of the executive sessions got out, Mr. Riddle- 
berger said if he were permitted to guess he 
could tell. ‘ “ 

“T havea private secretary, for instance, 
said Mr. Riddleberger, “and I consider him 
particularly private. I walk down the ave- 
ue with him and he asks me @ question or 
two, and being smarter than I am, he knows 
more in five minutes than I will learn ia a 
week. Then hegives it to somebody else, 
andthe whole newspaper fraternity get it. 
My observation is that if you would under- 
intelligence, newspaper 
men would have the best of tais senate by a 
lage majority. That is the way secrets got 
out. The newspaper fraternity, like religious 
associations and other organizations, had some 
bad men and they sometimes misrepresented. 
He instanced a recent case in which, he said, 
one newspaper had taken the facts as the othor 
papers had them and then revised the state- 
ment cf feets, putting his. (Riddlederger’s) 
neme where the name of another man had 


been. That newspaper, he said, would not 


, 


Lave dared to do that if open sessioms were per- 
mitted. 

It was nearly 2 o0’clock when the secret 
Session discussion ended. The remainder of 
the time, until 2, was consumed in a wrangle 
over pension bills. At 2 o’clock the interstate 
commerce bill came up, and Mr. Camden se- 
cured the floor to speak uponit. He at once 
yielded, however, to Mr. Morgan, who, accord- 
ing to notice given yesterday, moved that the 
senate proceed to the consideration of execu- 
tive business. 

The motion being agreed to, the senate at 
2:12 went into executive session. 

At 5:45 the doors were re-opened, and the 
senate adjourned. 


The Executive Session. 


When the senate went into executive session 
today the Hawaiian treaty was about to be 
taken up, when the house action of the 
ways and means committee upon 
the same subject was made 
known, and the matter was permitted to lie 
over for the present. The Weil and Laabra 
treaty was then taken up and Mr. Mogan 
made a long speech in favor of it. 

Mr. Voorhees expr a wish to make a 
speech in favor of the claimants and against 
repening the treaty, but was not ready to go 
on today, so the matter went over till tomor- 
row. 
The Venezuela treaty was then taken up, 
read and ratified without debate. It provides 
for a reopening of the claims of citizens of the 
United States against the government of 
Venezuela. These are to be considered by a 
committee of three, one to be appointed by 
each government and athird to be selected 
by thosetwo. If these cannot agree, the Rus- 
sian or Swiss minister is to 
name a commissioner to take 
the place of the one selected by the two first 
named. The senate then proceeded «to the 
consideration of nominations, and a number of 
interesting reports from the committees were 
read. Motions were made in respect to several 
of them that the injunction of secrecy be re- 


moved, 

Mr. Saulsbery thought the reports were of 
a political nature, and protested against the 
use of the executive session to suppress that 
which was favorable to the democratic party 
and publish that which was designed to make 
capital for the republicans. 

The injunction in five reports was removed 
despite the protest—that upon the case of 
Patrick Gibbons to be postmaster at Keokuk, 
Iowa, vice S. M. Clark, was made by Wilson 

of Iowa, and is as follows; 

Thet the suspension of Clark was made on purely 
potitical grounds. 

The entire files of the postoffice department rela- 
tive to the case were;communicated to the com- 
mittee by the postmaster-general in response to 
its request for the same. There is nothing in 
theSpapers on file that tends in the 
Slightest degree to injuriously effect the 
character, reputation, or integrity of Mr. Clarke, 
either as an officer or asa man. Moreover, Clarke 
Coes not desire to retain the office, or to obstruct 
Gibbon’s confirmation, On the contrary, he has 
addressed aletterto a member of the committee, 
in which he says: 

“‘As Mr. Hall, representative in congress from the 
district in which theoflice is located, seems to have 
asked for Gibbous’s appointment on purely polit- 
ical grounds,which I deem admissible, and not 
upon grounds in any way prejudicial to me, and as 
Gibbons may be injured in a personal and business 
way by the present incertitude, I take the liberty to 
ask you at your earliest convenience to call up his 
case and bave him confirmed.”’ 

The committee thereupon reports the case to the 
senate, with the recommendation that Patrick 
Gibbons be contirmed. 

Tho report made by Senator Mahone in re- 
lation to the Alexandria postmaster is as fol- 
lows: 

This case is of William W. Herbert, nominated to 
be postmaster at Alexandria, Va., yice D. A. Wind- 
scr, suspended. 

Under the provisions of the 176sth section of the 
Revised Statues of the United States it appears, 

1. That ut the time of the suspension of Windsor 
his statutory term of ollice had yet to run some- 
thing over one year. 

2. That, in view of the persistent refusal of the 
postcfiice cepartment to furhish. such papers as 
may have been filed in other cases of suspension, 
aud on which suspensions are pretended to have 
boch mace, Lo request for such papers on this sus- 
a aon is pretended to have been made was pre- 
ferred. 

3. That while the annexed Ictter of Windsor, ad- 
dressed tothe president, aud received by him, as 
evidence by the registered receipt attached. dis. 
closes the fact that his suspension was to 
be mede on charges as solicited 
by General Vilas’s circular letter, itis Rot believed 
that any charges were preferred against Windsor 
aflecting eitber bis character as a manor his ad- 
ministration of the office, other than such as may 
bave been preferred surreptiously in response to 
Vilas’s circular letter. 

4. That there is no objection to the a ntee. 

5. That the nomination of Herbert b@*reported 
to the senate with the recommendation that it be 
confirmed, 

The report is accompanied by a letter of Mr. 
Windsor to the president, describing his un- 
euccessful appeal to the postmaster general for 
an opportunity tosce any charges filed against 
Lim, and his letter to the senate committee 
asking at its hands a vindication. 

Loth have been published. The other three 
are identical in their phraseology, and refer to 
cases of western internal revenue collectors 
suspended, and their successors nominated. 

‘These reports were made by Mr. Sherman, 
from the committee on finance, and are a3 fol- 
lows: 

It appears from all information the committee 
can obiain, underthe recent order of the presi- 
dent, that the former incumbent of the office of 
——— was an excellent officer; faithfully dis- 
charged his duties in all respects; had an honor- 
able record as an oflicer of the union army in the 
late war; bas maintained his ofiice in the front 
rank, and that he has been suspended without any 
charge or complaint refiecting upon his moral 
character or conduct. This information is derived 
from the uncontradicted testimony of those who 
know him best, and his official record and con- 
duct. It is notin the least impaired by the letter 
of the secretary of the treasury here to annexed, 
which fairly construed fully vouches for his offi- 
cia} and moral character and conduct, covered 
under some ambiguous phrases which were no 
coubt intended tosave_ the president from the 
harge of ihsincerity in his official declarations 
in suspending to excellent an officer. It fairly 
appears that he was suspended for political rea- 
SOD8, and because he was a republican, and that 

was appointed because he was a democrat, 
and as such, would, in the haneege of the secre- 
tary, “better promote thé policy of the present 
ad ministratien.”’ 

In this aspect of this cate, and in view of the 
manly declaration of that he has settled up 
his accounts; has the statement of department 
that they are correct and are closed, and has no 
desire to be restored to office, and does not contend 
against the appointment of his successor, and your 
committee being satisfied from other information 
that is & man of pees character and proba- 
bly able to discharge the duties of the office, do 
reccmmend his confirmation. 


THE RIVERS AND HARBORS. 


A Careful Scrutiny of the Estimates of the 
Committees, 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—In the house Mr. 
Hemphill, of South Carolina, reported a bill 
prohibiting bookmaking and poolselling and 
punishing the advertisement of lottery tickets 
in the district of Columbia. Placed on house 
calendar. 

Mr. Hill, of Ohio, from the committee on ter- 
riteries, reported a bill for the organization of 
the territory of Oklahoma. Placed on house 
calendar. 

Mr. Cobb, of Indiana, from the committee on 
public lands, reported a bill repealing the pre- 
emption of timber culture. ; 

Senate bills Were passed extending to Key 
West and Tampa, Fla.; provisions of the law 
relative to the immediate transportation of 
dutiable goods. pe eae 

Mr. Singleton, of Mississippi, from the com- 
mittee of library, reported the senate bill ac- 
cepting from Julia D. Grant and Wm. H. 
Vanderbilt, certain objects of art presented by 
foreign governments tothe late U. 8S. Grant, 
Placed on the house calendar. _ 

At the expiration of the morning hour, the 
bouse went into committee of the whole on 
the river and harbor appropriation bill, all 
gen ral debate on bill being limited to two 
hours and a half. 

Mr. Willis, of Kentucky, briefly reviewed 
and explained the provisions of the bill, which 
he contended called for no appropriation 


which was not demanded by the interests of 
the country. The most critical scratiny of 
the measure would show that the rivers and 
harbors enumerated in it. were wortby of 
improvement and were of public importance. 

Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa,’ characterized fsome 
of the appropriations as prodigal—the “waste- 
ful throwing away of the people’s money. He 
especially opposed the Galveston harbor 4p- 
propriation on ground that the plan for the 
improvement of that harbor had been shown 
to be defective. He also criticized the ap- 
propriation for the lower Mississippi river. 

Mr. Jones, of Alabama, replied to what he 
termed blank cartridge attacks made on the 
bill, whose object it wasto furnish cheap trans- 
portation for the people. 

After some further discussion of this nature, 
the bill was read by sections for amendments 
and some little progress was made before the 
committee rose.

nia; Crain, of Texas; Outhwaite, of Ohio; Stew- 
art, of Vermont; Parker, of New York, and 
Buchanan, of New Jersey. 

A bill was reported from the house commit- 
tee on foreign affairs providing for an in- 
ternational conference. It authorizes th 
president to invite the governments of Mexico 
and Central and South America to join the 
United States in a conference to be held in 
Washington for the purpose of discussing and 
recommending some plan of arbitration for 
the settlement of disagreements and disputes 
that may hereafter arise between them and 
of considering questions relative to the im 
provement of business intercourse between 
them. Two thousand dollarsis appropriated 
to pay the reasonable expenses of the confer- 
ence, 

The report of the committee on the electora! 
count upon the Hoar bill was presented to the 
house today. The committee has made sev- 
eral important amendments to the bill, which 
are expiained in the report. In that part of 
section 4 which prohibits the rejection of the 
vote ef any state from which but one return 
has been received, “except by the affirmative 
vote of both houses,’ the committee has 
struck out the exception. A majority of the 
committee was of the opinion that where there 
was but a single return from a state, that the 
two houses should not have the power to re- 
ject tne vote of the state. 

The house then, at 5:20, adjourned. 

THE HAWAIIAN TREATY. 

The house committee on ways and means to- 
day decided, by a vote of 9 to1, to report fa- 
vorably, recommending the abrogation of the 
Hawaiian treaty. Morrison, Mills, Hewitt, 
McMillin, Harris, Breckinridge of Arkansas, 
Maybury, Kelly and Hiscock, voted in favor 
ofthe resolution, aud Breckinridge of Ken- 
tucky, cast a negative vote on it. Reed, 
Browne of Indiana, and McKinley, declined to 
vote, and reserved the right to take such posi’ 
tion on the propsiticon as they thought best

The Pan- Electric Investigation, 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—Van Benthuysen 
was again on the stand today before the tele- 
phone investigating committee, but the session 
was comparatively mild in comparison with the 
preceding day. At one time the committee 
had another long discussion over the New 
Orleans record, during the course of which 
the witness suddenly interjected to remark 
that as a representative of the New Orleans 
company, he should say that it was none of the 
committee’s business, “It is astonishing how 
be can hear sometimes,” ‘sarcastically com- 
mented Mr. Harback (referring to the deaf- 
ness of witness); “he has the most accommo- 
dating set of ears I ever saw.” 


Don’t Like His Style. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—Advices have been 
received that the Argentine Republic has writ 
ten this government to have recalled Minister 
Bayless W. Hanna. Itis allegedin the re- 
quest that Mr. Hanna® is not acceptable to the 
people there, and they cannot accustom them- 
selvcesto his frank and generous methods. The 
request canbe construed into meaning they 
want a dude or some one who knows more so- 
ciety and less about business. The generous 
methods of the Wabash are evidently not as 
highly appreciated as they should be. Wheth- 
erapny action by the state department will 
be taken is not yet Known. 


PURSUING PAYNE, 


Investigation By the Ohio Legislative Com- 


mittee. 

CoL_umMeBvws, Ohio, April 15.—The legislative 
committee appointed to investigate the charges 
of bribery, inelecting H. B. Payne senator,-in Jan- 
uary, 1884, reported this evening, The majority 
report, signed by three republicans, is long and 
accompanied by 8,000 pages of evidence, the im- 
portant points of which are cited inthe report to 
show that while none of the members of the pres- 
ent general assembiy have been conclusively im- 
peached, a case has been made 
as to the corrupt methods and the 
testimony fully justifies that it be certified at once 
to the United States senate for action by that body 
in considering Mr. Payne’s right to his seat. Most 
cf the witnesses testifying as tothe use of money 
were democrats, some being ex-members of the 
legislature, Who were atthe time offered various 
sv ms. 

Representative Kahl testified that Senator 
Ramey Offered him $5,000 to vote for Payne, say- 
ing that was what he (Ramey) got. 

‘vidence is cited to show thattwo banks, where- 
in Ramey deposited $2,500 each, and also to show 
Jarge investments at the time by State Senator 
Elmer, Representatives Moore, Koche and others. 
The majority reportis somewhat sensational, and 
has caused a great ttir, especially the evidence of 
1. A. Russell, who tells of the picking up of a $2 
bill on the floor of D. R. Page's room, 
Mr. Page being Payne’s manager, and of 
J.J. Hali, who told of entering J. Huntington’s 
rocm unceremoniously, and finding stacks of 
bills—more money piled up than he ever saw in 
the bank of which he is a director. 

The committee sets forth that Mr. Huntington, 
who is oue of the directors of the Standard 
oil company, was regarded as the purser of the 
Payne },eople, and as soon as this committee 
was appointed, he fled to Cuba, and has not been 
available. 

The minority report, signed by two demo2ratic 
members, is devoted to arguments to impeach the 
most damaging witnesses, and while admitting 
that there have been Many newspaper rumors and 
much testimony ofageneral nature asto corruption 
and bribery, that there is no direct evidenre, and 
that the connecting link is out in every case, so 
tbat they hold such evidence should not be certi- 
fied to the United SStates senate to blacken the 
character of any man. 

Pending the discussion of a motion to print the 
reports and substitute the minority forthe majority 
report, a recess was taken‘until tO-morrow morn- 
ing. The matter will probably be before the house 
all the week. 


THE VACANT SENATORSHIP. 


Whitthorne Supposed to be Jackson’s Suc- 
sessor. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 15.—[Special.]— 
Againtoday Governor Bate has been very busy, 
reading letters and dispatches recommending va- 
rious gentlemen as Senator Jackson's successor. 
Some of the parties named by others are them- 
selves urging other gentlemen, still showing their 
ignorance of their own candidacy. During the 
past two days the strongest kind of pressure has 
been brought to bear upon the governor in favor of 
General Whitthorne, and the indications are 
that he will be appointed. Governor Bate 
is himself announeed as a candidate for 
senator in 1887; but those who know him 
best say that will not have weight with him in 
making the selection. Certain it is, that General 
Whitthorne will not bind himself to stand out of 
Bate’s way next January, though he could afford 
to do so from a pecuniary point of view, if. as is 

enerally mppeste, he intends to be a candidate 
or Ccopgress this fall. Senator Jackson’s resigna- 
tion will reach here tomorrow and the appointinent 
will be made at once, Governor. Bate says, which 
indicetes that his mind is made up. There isa 
porsibility thet he bas not yet fully decided not to 
appoint rank Wilson, despite his declining, but 

‘ilson_himself said tonight that, from all he can 

learn, Whiithorne is to be appointed,

THE WHIRLWIND'S WORK 


DETAILS OF WEDNESDAY’S CY- 
CLONE IN MINNESOTA. 


A Dark Cloud of Fury Swoops Down on Three Towns 
and in Six Minutes’ Time Leaves Devastation 
and Death in Its Path—Caring fof the Un- 

, fortunates ~ Storm in Missouri.

St. Pav, Minn., April 15.—At a late hour 
last night Governor Hubbard received a mes- 
sage from State Senator Buckman, at Sauk 
Rapids, stating that the town was in ruins 
and askingall aid possible. The governor sent 
mestages at once to the mayors of all the cities 
and large towns, asking that steps be taken at 
once to secure money and things needed and 
forward them as speedily as possible to Senator 
Buckman for the destitute. Among the in- 
jured is ex-Senator E. G. Hulbert, formerly of 
Binghampton, N. Y., but at present northeast- 
ern agent of the New York Mutual Life Insur- 
ancé company, with headquarters in St. Paul. 
He is not expected to live. 

Revised estimates of 

THE KILLED AND WOUNDED 
are: St. Cloud, seventeen killed, forty in- 
jured; Sauk Rapids, thirty killed, one hundred 
injured; Rice’s station, twenty-two killed, the 
number of injured yet unknown. 

The cyclone struck Sauk Rapids shortly 
after four o’clock yesterday afternoon, and in 
just six minutes the best portion of the town was 
in ruins. Nota single business house is left 
standing on Main street, and many residences 
were demolished. The wind came with such 
force from the southwest that it swept every- 
thing before it for the width of about four 
blocks, The storm 

CLOUD WAS AS BLACK AS NIGHT, 

with a bright, clear sky on either side. The 
courthouse is now a heap of ruins and several 
of the county officers were killed. The union 
schoolhouse, Presbyterian and Congregational 
churches, postoffice, flour mill anda large 
machine shop were all converted into kindling 
wood in less time than it takes to tell it. What 
was the center of the town is now covered with 
all sorts ot debris—timber, doors, pieces of 
furniture, ete. Only the City. hotel 
remains standing intact. The Northern Pa- 
cific depot was literally blown away, and a 
large number of freight cars overturned upon 
the tracks. At the present time twenty-two 
dead bodies have been recovered from the 
ruins, and a large number of people are injur- 
ed. The bodies are laid out in the nearest 
houses left standing. and several half demol- 
isbed buildings made to answer the putpose of 
a morgue. The spectacle is a sad one, the liv- 
ing being not only deprived of their friends, 
but of all their earthly possessions at the 
seme time. The total loss is probably not less 
than $200,000, without a dollar of cyclone in- 
surance. ‘The town is well nigh ruined. The 
living are caring for the wounded as well as 
possible, and physigions from St. Paul, Minne- 
apoiis and Braiuerd are in attendance. 

At St. Cloud, Minn., a few minutes after 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, the skies became 
overcast with adark cloud and a great black 
mass over the hills southwest of the city, and 
coming with terrible velocity toward the 
western outskirts in a direct line for the Man- 
itoba freight yard. The clouds hung low and 
rolled over and over like smoke over a battle- 
field, and were accompanied by 

A LOUD, ROARING AND CRACKING SOUND, 
that resembled a conflagration in its fury. 
The cloud was funnel shaped,and the point 
diagged along the ground like the tail 
of a bugo aerial beast, lashing everything 
that came in its path into atoms. 
Citizens had hardly time to flee to their cellars 
and seek otber points of refuge, before the 
whirlwind was on them, and the air filled 
with flying boards. shingles, bricks, and other 
debris that was strewn over the country and 
piled in promiscuous heaps. It came from the 
southeast, and moved in a northeasterly di- 
rection until it reached the river, where its 
course was diverted and followed the river 
banks until it reached Sank Rapids, 
where it diverged to the left, pass- 
ing directly through the center of 
thattown. The utmost excitement prevailed. 
Women and children fled from their homes 
aud rushed aimlessly about in the midst of a 
dark cloud of dust and an avalanche of boards 
and brick. Men lost their presence of mind 
and stood in silence and inactivity in the pres- 
ence of the wind demon. It was hardly no- 
ticed before it was on the city in all its fury 
and people were not warned of their danger 
before it*‘was upon them and they 
FELL LIKE GRAIN STALKS BEFORE 

REAPER’S SICKLE, 

A portion of St. Cloud struck by the cyclone 
was the southwestern, and was the residence 
portion of the laboring class of people, many of 
them being foreigners employed on the rail- 
roads. Their dwellings were light-built 
houses and became an easy prey to the monster 
tbat had so viciously pounced upon them. 
They were like cockle shells in the grasp of 
the whirlwind, and were picked up and tossed 
intothe air and rent into a thousand pieces. 
The earth was ploughed up in the line of the 
cyclone, and the path over which it passed, 
to the width of nearly a quarter of a mile, 
lcoks as though it had been upheaved by a ter- 
rible voleanic eruption. It had hardly begun 
its terrible work before it was finished, and 
the scene that greeted the eyes of those 
who had eseaped its fury was one 
that caused the stoutest heart to shudder. 
The cries and shrieks of the wounded rent 
the air, and the ground was strewn with the 
bedies of the dead. There were stalwart men, 
weak women and weaker children. The citi- 
zens almost to a man rushed to the demolished 
districts, summoning physicians who began 
their work of rescuing those who were still 
living from beneath piles of dirt and falling 
buildings. 

Brainerd was promptly telegraphed to for 
medical help and she immediately responded 
by sending a dozen physicians and surgeons 
by a special train, but it was late inthe eve- 
ning when they arrived on the scene. St. 
Pxuul and Minneapolis were also appealed to, 
aud a special car sent eut with twenty-three 
surgeons and physicians for the scene of the 
disaster. The rain poured down in torrents, 
and hundreds of men wandered over the 
grcund, many carrying lanterns searching for 
bodies among the ruins. The hotel lobbies 
were filled with excited citizens, many of 
whem yet suspected that some portion of their 
families or their friends had fallen victims to 
the terrible disaster. Women, seemingly un- 
conscious of the rain that was falling, were in 
the streetsjand ignoring the gutters and turbid 
streams, glided about sobbing and moaning 
in their fright. 

At three o’clock this morning in St. Cloud, 
S-uk Rapids and Rye Station there were 

49 DEAD AND NEARLY 200 INJURED, ~ 
with many still missinz, whose bodies will 
probably be recovered tonight. Just enough 
houses are left in Sauk Rapids to form a fringe 
around the village limits. The debris is not 
piled in heaps, but scattered far and wide. The 
sign, “Sauk Rapids,” on the Manitoba depot, 
and a basket full of books were found in Rye 
Station, fifteen miles distant. This shows the 
terrible power of the storm. No reports have 
yet been received from the outlying districts, 
where it is believed great destruction of prop- 
erty and loss of life has been wrought. The 
storm extended from Jamestown, Dakota, 
through Minnesota and into Wisconsin, 
though its most disastrous effects are to be 
found in the three places first named. 

CARING FOR THE UNFORTUNATE. 

On the arrivalfof the train yesterday at St. 
Cloud with surgeons, work was at once begun 
t6 relieve the wounded. Eighteen dead were 
taken to the Little Giant engine house and 
stretched out on the floor, while the wounded

| were sent to St. Benedict Catholie hosggal, 


where they were promptly cared for by a corps 
of physicians and nurses, among whom were 
numerous lady residents who had volunteered 
their services. There were fifty-four wounded 
in the hospital last night, besides a large num- 
ber that were taken to private rosidences, To- 
day there are about forty-three, two having 
died and others having been removed. The 
bodies at the engine house were neatly dressed 
today and placed in coffins. The funeral will 
probably take place tomorrow. 

Scarcely a vestige of any of the wrecked 
structures at St. Cloud remained intact. The 
ground is covered with all} kinds of tim- 
bers, promiscuously tangled together. It is 
estimated that 

400 STRUCTURES WERE BLOWN DOWN, 
all of frame, and not costly. The Manitoba 
depot was unroofed and wrecked, thus almost 
entirely cutting off telegraphic communica- 
tion. e only building of any consequence, 
aside from the depot injured, was the brewery 
and this was badly warped and twisted. The 
small residences were mostly occupied. by for- 
eigners, whose names it has been impossible 
to secure with any degree of accuracy. The 
money loss is disproportionately small. It is 
estimatei that sixty thousand doliars 
will replace tho: buildings destroyed. 
The force of the storm was such as to wrench 
off the doors of a safe in the postoffice and 
carry it some distance from the building. A 
church bell weighing 1,000 pounds was found 
among the debris four hundred feet away from 
any, building. The remains of the dead are al- 
most unrecognizable, being completely crashed 
and blackened. There are a remarkable 
number injured about the hips and 
spincs. Many of the survivors will be 
disabled for life. A delegation of 
doctors from St. Paul and Minneapolis worked 
all night under the disadvantage of having no 
eplints or drugs, asthe drug stores were com- 
pletely demolished. Splints were made from 
shingles with which the ground was strewn in 
the track of the storm for miles. One fortu- 
uate thing was the fact that school had been 
di:niissed, as the fatality among children 
would have been appalling. The school house 
was rezed to the very foundation. 
ST. PAUL’S CONTRIBUTION. 

The St. Paul city council this a. m. voted 
$5,000 in cash to aid the cyclone sufferers, and 
Governor Hubbard despatched a car load of 
provisions to Sauk Rapids. The car was ac- 
companied by a committee of the Jobbers’ 
union, who will offer all assistance in their 
power. The mere enumeration of the distress- 
ing incidents that are coming to knowledge 
would fill columns. Dr. Denslow, who, with 
others, went last evening by special train to 
St. Cloud, returned this morning. Upon ar- 
riving at St. Cloud,- hesaid the physicians 
frcm St. Paul and Minneapolis divided, some 
going toSauk Rapids. Dr. Denslow was on 
the force sent to the St. Benediction 
Sister’s hospital and they were kep#busy until 
three o'clock this morning. One probably fa- 
tal case isthat of a woman who has a broken 
cecllar bone, both: bones of the left forearm and 
both bones of the left leg fractured, all comi- 
nuted and petus broken, 

AN ACCIDENT SELVOM CHRONICLED 
in surgery. 

Her head and face are bruised beyond rec- 
ognition. Strange to say, the woman is con- 
scious and talks freely, saying her hip hurt, 
but otherwise she felt no pain. Another prob- 
ably fatal case is that ofa man twenty years 
old. Leth legs are so badly crushed that they 
had to be amputated midway between the 
knee and thigh. One man lying 
in the hospital, badly injured, 
said three of his children were dead. An- 
other man in the next cot to him responded, 
saying his wife and three children were_killed 
by the storm. Three little boys, abogt six 
years of age, were brought in at midnfbat, 
wounded cruelly. A woman was fouod witha 
piece of her ecalp as large as a man’s hand 
tern from ber head and hanging by shreds. 

Irs. Denslow aud Ritchie, shortly after mid- 
night, wert across to Sauk Rapids to render 
what assistance they couid there. Twenty- 
three Cead bodies had been found and doctors 
from Minneapolis were busy caring for the in- 
jured, Dectors Higbee and Dalliver, of Min- 
n¢éapoiis, just from St. Cloud, 
tcld an associated re- 
porter that new bedies were being 
recovered hourly from the debris, and being 
brought in from the country io the track of 
the tornado. Twelve injured people were 
brought ip, several of whom willdie. Drug- 
gist Scuabert’s remains bad just been fonnd. 
He had only been in the city two weeks. Four 
bave Gicd of wounds since morning. 

A WEDDING PARTY KILLED. 

Ata cLurch east of Rye station, thirteen 
members of a wedding party were killed, in- 
cluding the ofticiating minister. At Sauk 
Rapids thirty-one aré already dead. The list 
wiil be swelied to forty. Dr. Ames, of Min- 
neapelis, who is on duty at St. Cloud, 
told Dr. Dalliver that at least hirty 
Geatbs can but result from the visitatioa 
there. 

At Sauk Rapids a man named VanEtten, 
who weighs 250 pounds, was carried 400 feet 
through the airand fatally injured. A dead 
baby was found in the street. No owner for it 
ean be found. At St. Cloud, in the track of the 
cyclone, stood the Manitoba freight house and 
ears filled with freight. Heavy cars were 
lifted from the tracks and cast in piecesin a 
shapelets mass. Jron rails were torn from the 
tics abcd twisted like the smallest wires. Tele- 
grapb poles were torn up and the wires twist- 
‘d into curious masses. The freight 
house was totally wrecked. The 
rcof was lifted and blown several han- 
dred feet. The sides next succnmbed 
atd over $3,000 worth of freight was scattered 
by piece meal over an area of a quarter of a 
mile. Fifteen freight cars were demolished. 
The operators in the telegraph office and the 
eniployesjat freight depots saw the cyclone 
coming, and flcd into the cellar, and they es- 
caped. It was 8:30 im the evening when the 
special car arrived from St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis. The run was made in two hours, 
through a termble thunder storm. The 
skies hung low, with clouds as 
black as the curtains of Kedar, 
and zigzag streaks of lightning made livid 
rifts in the black pall, while peals of thunder, 
too deep to be drowned by the roar of the car 
wheels, shook the air. Through the air drove 
hail and rain with sufficient force to almost 
break the car windows, but the locomotive 
drove at the rate of thirty-five miles an hour. 
Along the road were signs of the terrible 
storms apparent on either hand, and streams, 
turbid and swollen, had burst over the confines 
of their banks and covered the prairies until 
the country had the appearance of a world of 
angry waters. 

The revised list of casualties show thirty- 
one killed in the town of Sauk Rapids and 
fifteen at St. Cloud. Additions to the lists of 
killed and injured are constantly being re- 
sorted. 

As returns come in from the country in the 

toack of the storm, new deaths are discovered 

and the maimed are being brougbt in for treat- 

ment. No pen ean depict the horrors of the 

scene. The final muster of casualties will 

surely swell the list of deaths to one hundred. 
A CYCLONE IN MISSOURI. 

Sx1DMORE, Mo., April 15.—A fearfal cyclone 
passed over Monroe township. Nodaway coun- 
ty. Missouri, lact evening,destro ying dwellings, 
barns and outhouses, and killing thousands of 
dollars worth of stock. Three persons were 
killed and many are injured. Many of the 
wounded are not expected to live. 

Sr. JosEPH, Mo., April 15.—A destructive 
cyclone passed over Burlington, Mo., last even- 
ing. The railway station was blewn to atoms 
and great damage done in the town and in the 
surrounding country.

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'THE ENGLISH BUDGET. 


HEAVY DECREASE IN ALCOHOL 


RECEIPTS. 


A Change in the Habits of the People Causes a Great 
Deficit in the Revenue—Mr. Gladstone’s Irish 
Messure— The Ipswich Election — Sir 
Charles Dilke Wants Vindicatton. 


Lonpon, April 15.—The house of commons 
baving given permission to Mr. Gladstone te 
introduce his bill for the better government 
of Ireland, the official text of the measure 
today is made public. 

It debars the proposed Irish parliament from 
legislating concerning the status, dignity or 
succession ofthe crown, from passing laws af- 
fecting peace or war, the army or nayy, mili- 
tia or volunteers, Or the defence of the realm 
and from taking any action concerning the 
foreign or colonial relatiousof the empire, 
Among other subjects placed beyond the 
power of the Irish government to deal with 
are dignities, titles and honors, prizes and 
booties of war, and offenses against the law of 
nations; treason and alienage, navigation,copy- 
right, patents, mails, telegraphs, coinage, 
weights and measures. 

The bill further prohibits Ireland from 
doing anything to establish or endow any re- 
ligion or to disturb or confer any privileges on 
account of religions belief, and also forbids it 
to impose customs or excise duties. The queen 
is given the same prerogative to summon, pro- 
rogué and dissolve the Irish legislature as she 
has with respect to the imperia!] parliament. To 
her majesty also is reserved power to erect 
forts, arsenals, magazines and dockyards. The 
Irish legislature is permitted to impose taxes 
to be said into the consolidated fund to defray 
the expenses of the public service in Ireland, 
subject to the provisions of the Irish land pur- 
chase bill, but is not to either raise or appro- 
priate revenues without the queen’s recom- 
mendation, made through the lord-leutenant. 
Church property in Ireland is to belong to the 
Jrish people, subject to existing charges, The 
executive government of Ireland is vested by 
the queen in the lord-lieutenant, who will 
govern with the aid of such officers and coun- 
cils as the queen may appoint, and will give, 
or witbhold, the queen’s assent to such bills as 
the Irish legislature may pass. 

The absence of modifications of the home 
rule bill disheartens the liberals, and a move- 
ment is on foot to obtain Mr. Gladstone’s 
assent tothe introduction of a motion asking 
the house of commons, before the second read- 
ing of the bill, to adopt a resolntion simply 
aftirming the necessity of establishing a legis- 
lature at Dublin. 

The election of Ipswick, Suffolk county, re- 
sulted as follows: Dalrymple, conservative, 
3,688; Elcho, conservative, 3,662; Hervey, lib- 
eral, 3,635; Davey, liberal, 3.627. 

Sir Wm.Harcourt,chancellor of the exchequer, 
introduced the budget in the house of com- 
mons this evening. An actual deficit is shown 
of 2,642,943 pounds, instead of 282,771 pounds 
as estimated. The diminution in revenue was 
most marked in the case of alcohol receipts, 
derived from which were {71,000 pounds be- 
low the estimate, and 1,179,000 pounds below 
the receipts derived from alcohol in 1884-5, 
Within a decade there has been a decrease in 
revenue from alcohol of 4,500,000 pounds. 
This has been due to changes in the habits of 
the people, and has been concurrent 
with an enormous increase in the rev- 
enue derived from the comforts of - 
hfe. The falling off in receipts from alcohol 
has been reduced about one half by the in- 
ercased receipts derived from tea, tobacco and 
fruits. There has actually been nosubstantial 
decrease in the scurces of revenue, except in 
the case ofalcohol. For the fiscal years of 
1S+5-’+7, the expenditures are estimated at 
90,425 569 pounds, and the revenue at 89,885,000 
pounds. 

It is proposed to meet the deficit by taking 
££00,CCO from £6,770,000 applicable te the re- 
duction of the national debt, which has been 
reduced £30,000,000 in the past five years. It 
is also proposed to abolish the license tax on 
private brewing in cottages, the annual rent 
of which is under £8, entailing a loss of £16,- 
C00 in revenue. Thus there will remain a 
surplus estimated at £255,771. No further 
changes are proposed in taxation, which the 
goverpment regrets its inability to reduce, 

The house adopted the budget. 

Sir Char'es Dilke has sent to the queen’s 
proctor a fall and formal denial of all state- 
ments incriminating him in the confession 
made by Mrs. Crawford to her husband and 
on which the Jatter obtained a decreo of di- 
vorce from her.

THE SLAUGHTER OF CRAWFORD, 


Julius Ward Tried and Found Guilty of Man- 
slaughter. 

Roms, Ga., April 15.—[Special.]—Julius 
Ward was today found guilty of manslaughter 
in the killing of William Crawford. The 
trial was watched with deep interest. Seated 
by the window, near the jury box was the 
prisoner, and his pale, ashy face bore the 
marks of his confinement. On his left side 
sat his young wife, and several times during 
progress of the trial she broke into tears. On 
his right sidesat his aged mother, and in at- 
tendance upon the trial were two brothers of 
the prisoner. 

THE STORY OF THE CRIMP, 

On the evening of December 234d last, Jalius 
Ward and William Culbertson, who had spent 
the day in Rome, took seats in their buggy, 
and started out for their home in Cherokee 
county, Alabama. They had been drinking 
freely along the way, Ward frequently dis- 
charging his pistol in the air. When several 
miles out, they met William Crawford, and a 
colored man named John Croley, in a wagon. 
Ward shouted out: 

“Treat and pass.” 

Croley did not attempt to stop his mules, 
when Ward again shouted: 

“God d—n you, I'll puta 38 through you if 
you don't stop when I say stop.” 

Croley answered: ‘I gota bottle of mighty 
good corn whisky, which would be better to 
shoot a man with than a ball.” 

Ward jumped out of his buggy, and seized 
Croley by the throat, when Crawford inter- 
posed and said: 

“Let him alone, Julius, I told him to drive 
on. I believe you shot thismule.” — 

Crawford had a quilt on the wagon, upon 
which lay a pistol, which he reached over aud 
seized with his left hand. As he brought it 
toward him, Ward seized his hand and said: 

“Bill, give it up,” and turning to Culbertson, 
said: “Come here, partner, and get that pistol.’ 

Crawford eaid: 

“T’ll not do it, Julius; it’s mine.” 

Ward again said: 

“Give it up, Bill, or I'll shoot you.” 

The two men scuftied, a shot was heard, and 
Crawford, throwing his hand to his stomach, 
as he fell, cried: 

“Oh! oh! ob! you have shot me, Julius! You 
have shot me for nothing !” 

Ward asked: 

“Have I shot you?” 

“Yes,” said Crawford; ‘you have shot me 
badly.” 

Ward then turned to Croley and said: 

a good mind to shoot your d—d brains out; if 
you had stopped when I told you there would 
have been nothing of this.” 

The wounded man was taken to a neighbor’s 
house, and died that night, making an ante- 
mortem statement, clearly reciting the facts 
against Ward. , 

THE PRISONER'S STATEMENT. 

The prisoner was called upon for his state- 
ment. The attention of all of the spectators 
was centered upon the slim, pale-faced young 
man as he, with a firm tread, made his way to 
the witness stand. His voice was unfaltering, 
and his statement was clear and unbroken. 
He started from the time he left home, told 
-how he picked up Culberson when he arrived at 
Rome, and when he started back. Wheu 
about eight miles from Romehe met the 
‘ wagon with Crawford and the negro. He had 
been shooting along the roadside, not think- 
ing of meeting any one. After saluting each 
other in afriendly manner, something was 
caid about treating. The negro replied that 
he would treat to No. 44. The prisoner here 
told his quarrel with the negro, when Craw- 
ford jumped out of the wagon with 
a pistol in his hand, The prisoner 
caught Crawford’s hand and asked him to pat 
up his pistol. The two scuffled for some time, 
the prisoner pleading with Crawford and do- 
ing everything in his power to stop the fight, 
and not until the deceased had him by the 
threat did he shoot. “I never,” said the pris- 
oner, “intended to kill Crawford; I only 
thought I would cripple him to save my own 
life. I bad nothing in the world against him, 
and am sorry necessity compelled me to take 
his life, and I pity his widow.”

Dorrill Mann, the ten year old grandson of 
Judge Darling Johnson, of Wilcox county, 
fell from a china tree, crushing his skul]. He 
lingered in great agony for two days and 
nights, when death ended his sufferings. 
The house of Ike Wimbish,in Schley county, 
was burned down Friday night. Wimbish, in 
trying to save his effects, stayed in the house 
until the roof fell in on him. By hkerculean 
efforts, he struggled throngh the burning mass 
and eseaped in a badly burned condition. He 
was carried to another house, and now lies in 
a critical condition. 
One day last week Mr. Joseph Miller, who 
lives in Dooly county, happened to quite a 
painful accident while out bird hunting. He 
was seated on top of a fence with his gun 
leaning against it, when he discovered a covey 
of birds. In raising the gun from the ground 
one barrel was discharged, the entire contents 
penetrating one of his hands and forearm. 


The Hawkinsville News tells o. Jack Ro- 
buck falling into his well. The well is sixty 
feet in depth, and it was forty-three feet to 
water. Mr. Robuck fell from the surface to 
| the water, receiving very little injury. The 

well is very wide, having been dug to furnish 
water for the mill. Mr. Robuck was engaged 
in repairing a portion of the pipe that runs into 
the well, when the ladder broke and he fell. 

Dan Mitchell, colored, plead guilty to the 
charge of burglary in Wilcox superior court, 
and was sentenced to the penitentiary for fif- 
teen years. The sentence was longer than it 
would have been but forthe fact that he had 
already served eight years in the penitentiary 
for the same crime, and had not been out of 
the penitentiary more than two months before 
he had committed the second offense. He ap-

Hug- 
gins, colored, shot and killed Polly Miller. 
Huggins had married Polly’s daughter, and 
during that day inaugurated his superior au- 
thority by giving her a thrashing. This was 
near Jamaca. The young wife escaped to her 
. mother’s. Huggins armed himself with a 
gun and went over toPelly’s house and called 
bis wife. The old woman had been praying 
aloud in the yard near to the house, and 
answered. She inquired if he had come to 
whip her daughter again under her own eyes. 
He replied, “Yes, and I will whip you, too,” 
and raising the gun, shot Polly down, killing 
her instantly, and then escaped. 

The Marietta Journal gives tho story of the 

murder in Cass county, Texas, of Mr. Sam 
Summerhill, a former Georgian, by his brother- 
in-law, R. M. Clements. Clements had sepa- 
rated from his wife, Leila, in June of | last 
year,® because his licentious habits did not 
meet with her approval. She filed a suit for 
divorce,and her unfaithful husband, secured 
possession ofthe two boys, they being’ the 
oldest of the three children, and left the little 
girl with her mother. He placed the custody 
of the boys with his mother. Leila asked 
the judge of the court, pending the 
suit for divorce, to give her the custody 
of her children, alleging that the chil- 
dren were under immoral] teaching and influ- 
ences. This petition, backed by the attesta- 
tion of a large number of the best people of 
the country, including some of Mike’s own 
relatives, procured from the judge an order 
directed to the sheriffto put the children in 
her custody. This order was executed by the 
sheriff, Sam Summerhill going with him to old 
Mir. Clements’s house to get the children. 
Mike was on a hunt on Red river. His moth- 
er sent for him. Hecame and with his gun 
went out of town about three miles where 
Summerhill was teathing school when Sum- 
merhiil dismissed his school for the 
day and was entering the main 
road from the path leading from his 
school house he met Clements, who had evi- 
dently been lying in wait, and who accosted 
Summerhill with abuse and the accusation of 
having stolen the children. Sam was un- 
armed and defenseless and told Mikeso. He 
said to Mike that he did not want totalk to 
him, whereupon Mike discharged both barrels 
of his gun at Sam, the load of buckshot taking 
effect in theside and neck. Summerhill was 
carried home to Queen City and lingered until 
he died. 
Wednesday night people returning from 
prayer meeting in Rome heard a pistol shot, 
followed by asecond. Soon afterwards, John 
Hardwick, of Cherokee county, Ala., was ta- 
ken to the stationhouse, charged with shoot- 
ing Lewis MeArver, a negro emplofed at 
Douglas’s livery stable. Hardwick is a man 
about fifty years of age, with heavy grayish 
whiskers over his whole face, falling down to 
his shirt front. He said that he and Nath 
Webb were together at Douglas’s stable, 
intending to stay there during the 
night, Webb and the negro, Lewis, had some 
words, Webb charging him with being bought 
out ofthe chaingang by Mr. Doug!as3. This 
enraged the negro, and Hardwick came in as 
a mediator. Lewis then turned on Hardwick 
and they gotinto a dispute. Lewis, in the 
midst of their talk, cried: ‘‘Don’t come toward 
me,’ and backed into a stall, Hardwick ad- 
vanced inthat direction, when, he says, the 
negro fired a pistol towards him, and then 
ran, Hard wick fired as he ran, 
“They say,” said Hardwick. “thatI hit 
his finger; but l intended to hit him in the 
small of the back, and 1. am generally pretty 
good on a shot.’ Only one chamber was found 
empty in Hardwick’s pistol, but his tale was 
not believed until it was reported that the 
negro had been seen t~ have a pistol in his 
band, and that he bud put it in a buggy in the 
stable. On looking in the buggy, a pistol was 
found with two empty and three loaded car- 
tridges. One of the empty shells had evidently 
been lately fired, while the other had been 
eInpty some time. Blood was also discovered 
on the handle of this pistol, showing that 
Lewis had handied it. Lewis was carried to 
the stationhouse at first, but was taken out to 
have his wound dressed. Hewas shot through 
the end joints of three of his fingers of the 
right hand.

THomasvir1x, Ga. April 15.—[{Special—A 
special ear passed through here, bearing rem- 
nants of Geronimo’s band, lately captured by 
General Crook, near Tombstone,Arizona, They 
numbered in all about eighty-six men, women 
and children, twenty-two of whom were young 
braves. The wife and children of Geronimo 
were among the prisoners. They were the 
first real savages that many of our people had 
ever seen, and were objects of much interest 
during the few minutes the car stopped at the 
depot, where a large number of citizens had 
gathered to see them pass. They were under 
a strong guard of United States troops. They 
left Arizona last Wednesday, and were bound 
for St. Augustine, where they will be lodged in 


first coach was a confused 
blankets, dirty rags, cook- 
ing utensils, firewood. squaws, pap- 
ser, buck-Indians and general picturesque 
filth and savage finery. Nearest the door was 
a genuine specimen of an Apache chief, in the 
person of old Nana, the most atrociously vil- 
Jainous and blood-thirsty wretch of the entire 
Apache, Mojave or Comanche nations. His 
wrinkled features were perfectly emotionless, 
when the ofticer abruptly addressed him and 
said “chikizin,’ or “brother.” It was his 
fingers that twined themselves in the beau- 
tiful golden locks of Mrs. Charles 
Akers, of Aker’s ranche, Ari- 
zona, who was foully murdered by 
| Nana and four hostile bucks in 1851, after the 
tongues of her babes had been cut out of their 
beads while the children were still alive. It 
was this cunning old chief who led the revolt 
in 81 and who is believed to be over ninety 
years old, yet who has the blood of some hu- 
man beings on his soul to answer for, for each 
year of his life. 

The chiefs are Chihuahua, the most crafty 
outside Nana, yet who was decidedly the best 
locking as well as best dressed. He wore a 
bright red and blue Mojave blanket, a pair of 
red flannel pants that set tight to his limbs, 
and a blue shirt with a dude collar. It wasa 
picturesque “make-up,” and the old fellow 
ceemed rather inclined to the vanity that 
smacks of ‘‘mashing.” Chihuahua has put to 
death many innocent women and children as 
well as killed menand soldiers inthe last 
foray through Arizona and Mexico. He has 
as iittle regard for a greaser ashe hasfor a 
dog. Chihuahua had two squaws with him, 
one being a blushing bride who has only slid 
her neck into the Apache nuptial noose sever- 
al weeks. ‘They were the best dressed as well 
as the cleanest ofallthe squaws. The two 
squaws seem todwell in peace and amity. 
One bad fashionable bangs, but instead of 
curling at each side ofthe forehead by the 
ears, they ran clear. around her head, giving 
her a greatly “banged” appearance. Chihua- 
hua is about 19 yearsofage, and he ssserts 
that Nana is 127 years old. One of the officers 
said of Chihuahna, “‘He’d goin that car now 
and kill his own brother for $50. The 
brother of this Cain is Josona, not as noted 
for deeds of murder as Chihuahua or Nana, 
but he has held his own as the raid on the 
Mexican miners at Camp Gila, where Josana 
murdered five men, testifies. Cathany, a 
young chief, comes next in importance. It 
was this filthy, dirty redskin, with a face that 
haunts one in dreams, and the muscular de- 
velopment of any athlete living, who killed 
Judge McComas and family, scalping the 
judge before death ended his life, and then 
dashing out the brains of his little girl, by 
picking herup and beating her head against 
the corner of a shed. Cathanay had asnuiky 
look. He has traveled on foot over one hun- 
dred miles a day, time and again, and does not 
know what fatigue is.

THE ANSWER, 

The answer of Colonel Smith is as follows: 

Reporter—Have you seen Dr. Westmoreland’s 
interview in THE CONSTITUTION Of the 3d ing: ? 

Hon. J. M. Smith—Yes. 

R.— Have you anything to say in reply? 

J. M.8.—I do not know that any reply is needed. 
Tis talk is so loose, full of misstatements and errors 
that any intelligent reader can see that the whole 
of it was prompted by malice. If I had never in- 
curred the personal hatred of Dr. Westmoreland, it 
is likely there would have been notrouble. Be- 
sides, I occupy the unpopular side of the question. 
Dr. Westmereland is an officer, therefore in power. 
He is drawing:a large salary; his office consumes 
put little of his time, hence he has.abundance of 
leisure to devise and concoct schemes to annoy 
those of the lessees whom he does not like. It is 
dangerous for me, as a lessee, to even criticise him, 
He bas every advantage by reason of his ollicial 
position, and can put me to needless expense and 
trouble, as he has done, and then gloat over and 
bray about, and boast of his ee and when as- 
sailcd cover it all up with his humanity dodge. It 
would be, probably, wiser in me tosay nothing and 
trust to time to bring matters out right. 

“But your fnends are not willing for you to rest 
under such charges, knowing them to be false.”’ 

“J have, at great expense and trouble, disproved

“Do you cbhject to that way of running ii?” 

“I donot know that I do. If the penitentiary 
officials are fair men itis best for the dessees. 
the camp getson well they. are entitled to the 
credit ot it, and if itis unheaithy and gets on badly 
they ought to bearthe blame.” 

‘Dr. Westmoreland says you have scurvey in your 
camp; thatthe convicts were improperly fed and 
badly treated,.”’ 

“He never said thattill after he got mad. Pre- 
viously he suid they were well fed and kindly 
treated. See his official reports. Drs. Long, of 
Athens: Willingham, of Crawford; Carter, of 
Winterville, and Durham, of Atlanta, after exam- 
ining cereiully every convict in camp, said on oath 
that there was not a case of scurvey in Camp, there 
were no traces of scurvey, the convicts were well 
fed and kindlyAreated.

“Dr. Westmoreland says he reports all cases of

cord of it. He raisesagreat furor in one camp 
about certain irreguiarities, and approves and 
condones the same thing in others. In some 
cases, whers he isin partnership in certain ways 
with lessees, he goes very slow in reporting. In 
others, when he is afraid of the political intiuence 
of the lessees, he sings very small. A certain les- 
see, before a legislative committee, denounced 
him, and | never heard of his resenting it in any

“Dr. Westmoreland says he has ordered you to 
build a new hospital?’ 
‘“) have never received or heard of any such or- 


gaer from him. That is another oneoft his cock and 


bul. stories. Since I have put up anew building 
forthe ecnviets, 1 think that a new hospital will 
suit best—am going to build one as soon asI Can. 
I men ioned this to the governor, and he said it 
would be all right; that there was no pressing ne- 
cessiiy for it. I have a very nice hospital now, but 
it does not correspond with the uew convict build- 
ing. Dr. Westmoreland said, in his official report 
before he got mad with me, tnat my present hos- 
pital was amply sufficient. It is the same building 
now it was then.”’ 

‘‘Dr. Westmoreland says you are mad,’’ 

“Not very. In the controversy I have held my 
temper much better than the doctor. This the 
doctor knows. I could relate just here a very lu- 
dicrous exhibition of the doctor’s temper, but for- 
bear. The point with me is forthe doctor to get 
in a good humor, and then everything will be bet- 
ter I hope.”’ 

“Dr. Westmoreland says you have been very con- 
spicuous in the newspapers with your troubles.”’

“I do everything as quick asI can. Can’t work 
any harder, not even to please the doctor. Have 
never been called lazy betore.’’ 

“Has there been any complaint made against 
your camp since last June, when the governor de- 
cided in your favor?” 

“Nove whatever. Dr. Westmoreland was at my 
camp a few weeks ago, and expressed himself as 
being well pleased; in fact, he said I had the best 
building and camp in the state. Ashorttimesince 
Colonel Shubrick wrote me a note in which he 
stated that he was yery much delighted with my 
new building and camp.” 

“That is pretty strong.” 

“Yes, That isexactly the facts. I was surprised 
to hear the doctor talk otherwise.’ 

“When the doctor visited your campin May, 
188, and reported the camp in bad condition, was 
he himself in the proper condition to inspecta 
camp?’ 

“I do not think he was.” 

“Have you ary evidence from outside responsi- 
ble as to his condition on that occasion?” 

‘Yes, Here is an affidavit of Mr. O. C. Dean, 
who is one of the leading farmers of Oglethorpe 
county, and a gentleman well and favorably 
known:

SWOIN, fays on oath thaton or about %0ih of May, 
1885, im the afternoon an old gentleman lyiug 
down in a buggy wasdriven up to our house at 
Winterville by a negro boy.

The negro boy driving 
Said he was Dr. Westmoreland, and had beea to 
Colonel James M. Smith’s convict camp. The man 
ecrambled out of the bugzy, with the assistaave of 
the boy driving, and reached the door steps and

1€ was Dr. W. F. Westmoreland, physician of the 
Georgia penitentiary, and that he was on his way 
from Colonel Smith’s convict eamp, and wanted 
to see my husband, Dr. Carter, who was not at 
home atthattime. After staying a short time De. 
Westmoreland left. His conversation was not po- 
lite or intelligible. He was very drunk.

‘From the two foregoing aftidavitsit is plain that 
Dr. Westmoreland, on that visit to that camp, was 
wholly unable to [know anything from personal 
knowledge.” 

“Was this the visit he made upon which he pre- 
dicated his report that the camp was in bad con- 
dition, and from which grew the case before the 
governo)?’’ 

‘It was. From that visit all the trouble started. 
It is strange that out of so many visits and inspec- 
tions of my camp by grand jury committees, legis- 
lative committees, penitentiary officials and pri- 
vate individuals, extending over a period of six 
years, that it remained foradrunken mano—too 
drunk to tell his name, to discover what no one 
else ever did. Ina few days he visited the cainp 
#gain and reported everything all right.” 

“Have you any other affidavits?’ 

“A grcat many. Some much more damaging 
than those I bave published, but I will not publish 
them. I did not wish to publish tothe world those 
Ihave. It has been forced on me.” 

“Are you friendly to the governor, and he to 
Fou?”’ 

“The governor has always treated me very kind- 
ly and cleverly, and I mean no reflection on him. 
Very strong ettorts have been made to create a pre- 
judice in the governor’s mind against me, but I 
think he isa man of too much sense to be used in 
that way. The governor, I think, will give me 
justice.’’ 

*‘“How are you and Nelms?’’ 

“] think Colonel Nelms is friendly to me. 
While principal keeper he treated me fairly, and I 
hed no trouble whatever with him.” 

“How did vou geton with Colquitt ?’- 

“Without the feast trouble. Governor Colquitt, 
in one of his official reports, stated that the death 
rate and escapes in my camp were smaller than 
any prison in the world. Colonel Nelms said the 
fame thing.”’ 

‘How about Colonel Towers?”’ 

“Colonel Towers always treated me well till he 
got mixed up with Westmoreland.”’ 

“What do you say of Dr. Westmoreland as a hu: 
manitarian?’’ 

*‘Dr. Westmoreland has some good traitsand some 
bed oves. He is very tyrannical and overbearing, 
ard loves to argue, quarrel and dispute. The way 
he treated Bud Dunaway, a poor white man, who 
accidentally got his skull fractured and his arms 
and legs mangled by the railroad, does not show 
much humanity. He refused to dress the poor fel- 
low’s wounds when brought to him, becausethe 
poorman was notabie to pay him. This showed 
exectly where his heart was located. A thousand 
roWS With lessees can never obliterate this stain 
upon his humanity. Here was a poor man brought 
to him in a dying condition, whom he absolutely 
refused to in any way help, on the ground that he 
was afraid that he would get no pay for it.” 

“When the governor decided the case brought 
against you by Westmoreland in your favor, how 
did Dr. Westmoreland take it”?’’ 

“Dr Westmoreland was very much displeased. 
Ile went off and cursed out, to allintents and pur- 
poses, the governor, me, all my lawyers,and wit- 
nesses. He wrote, or got another man to write, to 
the Charleston News and Courier the most vin- 
dictive, bitter, lying document I ever read. Among 
other things he said he would never make another 
report to the governor. Dr. Westmoreland shows 
bed taste in going behind the decision of the gov- 
ernor. All the charges he has brought against me 
have been adjudicated and decided to be untrue 
by the governor, under whom he hoids office. I 
have obeyed every order ever issued by any peni- 
tentiary official.;Why.I am persecuted and hounded 
from one year to another I cannottell. Why every 
little irregularity which occurs in my campis ad- 
vertised all over Georgia by Dr. Wesimorelaad is 
tome strange. I know of many things in many of 
the other convict camps in Georgia, which, if they 
occurred in mine, there would be noend to the 
fuss and furor created thereby. As a member of 
the penitentiary committee of the last legislatuce, 
I visited many of the convictcamps in Georgia. 
Many of. the meanor class ofconvicts came before 
the committee with all manner of complaints. 
Sime said they were not fei, somesaid the boss 
mab was cruel, some showed broken limbs which 
they charged had been done by their bosses; some 
said they were worked in therain, and so on, 
In every case an impartial investigation showed 
that these complaints were made to create a sym- 

athy in behalf ofthe convict making taem. Oue 
ellow, who had been in prison about six moaths, 
said he did not get half enough to eat. One of the 
committee asked him how much he weighed—he 
said 180 pounds. How much did you weigh when 
you came to this camp? One hundred and sixty 
pounds, answered the convict. I thought, without 
saving anything, if the convicts in my camp were 
to complain this way, Dr. Westmoreland would 
write four columus against me, and have me before 
the governor. I only ask to be treated fairly and 
honestly. Accidents, unfortunate things, will oc- 
cur in anycamp. The boss men are not perfect, 
the guards often ignorant and careless, and the con- 
victs themselves are the worst elements of society. 
Manysf theconvicts are murderers, thieves, 1apists 
and men without principle and would not hesitate 
to kill a boss man or guard, In fact, many guards 
do get killed. Convicts often kill one another in 
camp. An official of the penitentiary can, by a 
word, Sign, or any unthoughted act, demoralize a 
whole camp and make it next to impossible for 
the bosses and guards to mgnage it.” 

“Have you seen Colonel Towers’s staggment?”’ 

“Yes, ] am surprised at Colonel Towers. The 
cap, be acknowledges, did not fit him, and why 
he wavied to put it on and wear it, I donot 
know.”’ 

“Will you reply to him ?” 

“J guessso. So many of them areon me I will 
have to take themoneata time. My private 
business is so urgent that I have not the time to 
devote to writing. Colonel Towers made some in- 
sinuations and charges which I had all along be- 
lieved him to be incapable of. He must have been 
over-persuaded in some way.”’ 

WHAT DR. WESTMORELAND SAYS, 

Dr. Westmoreland has been sick for a week, 
and is still confined to his bed. He is suffering 
from a severe attack of pneumonia, which has 
been aggravated by work he &as been obliged 
to do for patients from a distance, while he 
was really unable to work at all. 

When asked if he had seen the statement of 
Mr. Smith he replied that he had seen it, but 
that he had not been able to more than glance 
at it, and had not been able to think about it, 
or even consider it. 

He said: 

“The point in which the public is interested 
is this: That Mr. Smith mismanaged his camp 
and treated his convicts in an inhuman man- 
ner. Upon ascertaining this I reported the 

acts to the governor, and Mr. Smith was 
forced to reform. In proof of the fact that 
camp was in an infamous condition, I refer 
you to his letter to the governor. In that he 
says among other things: 

“Since Colonel Towers reported to me on his last 
visit what he considered to be the defects of John- 
£0n’s managements I have given the convicts close 
attention, and since Dr. Westmoreland’s visit I 
have made some changes which, I think, are for 
the better. The man whom I had employed for 
yard man was young and Seonnerienesd and neg- 

ected and failed to carry out orders, * * . 
The cook, I found, was not doing his duty for the 
want of the proper attention. My boss 
man was inexperienced and more or 
less ignorant of his duty, and hard for 
meéetocontrol. Andso I mightenumerate many 
other features of the -inanagement which could 
not fail to show bad resuit. It may be asked why 
willl keep meninmy employ whom I admit to 
he inefficient? The answer is, inthe coubntry ona 
farin itis oneofthe most difficult of tasks to hire 
suitable mento guard and boss, and at times to 
hire auybody, good orbad. * * * * You may 
rest assured that I will use my best effort to have 
thecamp restored to its former good health and 
humave treatment, and will endeavor to have the 
law carried out and all order obeyad.” 

Dr. Westmoreland added:  ~ 

“That is all with which the public have any 
concern. The personal phases of Mr. Smith’s 
interview will be given such | attention as I 
think they deserve when I am able to leave 
my bed.” 

A WORD WITH COLONEL TOWERS. 

Colonel J. R. Towers said casually vyester- 
day that he happened to know that on the trip 
alluded to in the affidavitabout Dr. Westmore- 
land that he was very sick when he left At- 
lanta—too sick to travel. 

“IT urged him not to go,” said Colonel Tow- 
ers. “I didnot believe thathe could get 
through the trip. Asis well known, Dr. West- 
moreland bas suffered a long time from blood 
poison, and at that particular time was so de- 
bilitated that he could hardly step into a car. 
In all my intercourse with him I have found 
his reports unusually accurate and based on

Hon, James M. Smith and the Peniten- 
tiary Officials. 

We have nothing to say as to the merits of 
the controversy between Hon. James M. 
Smith, asa lessee of the convicis, and the 
officials of the penitentiary. But this much 
we feel called upon to say: Dr. Westmore- 
land, the principal physician of the peni- 
tentiary, is oneof the best officials the state 
has ever had. He has been earnest in his 
work, conscientious and devoted. Under his 
medical administration the condition of the 
camps has steadily improved. He accepted 
the position at great personal sacrifice to 
himself, and at the earnest solicitation of 
Governor McDaniel and others. We are 
authorized to say that he has enjoyed from 
first to last the closest confidence of the gov- 
ernor, and that Governor McDaniel takes 
as much satisfaction and pride in the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Westmoreland as principal phy- 
sician of the penitentiary as in perhaps 
any other appointment he has made. He 
has steadily sustained Dr. Westmoreland in 
al] issues between him and the lessees, and 
never had fuller confidence in his painstaking 
earnestness than at present. This much we 
say in justice to a capable official who serves 
the state at his own loss. 


Jay Gould and the Strikers. 

The correspondence between Powderly 
and Gould, an abstract of which was printed 
in our news columns yesterday, is not only 
interesting, but decidedly characteristic so 
faras Mr. Gould is concerned. In this corres- 
pondence Gould seems to have the best of the 
argument, but there is something grotesquely 
sinister in the parade he makes of himself as 
an American citizen. From his standpoint 
there is but one American citizen for whom 
the laws are made, and that citizen is Mr. 
Jay Gould, the great, the good, the inno- 
cent. 

The correspondence is important, however, 
in that it emphasizes some facts that ought 
never to be lost sight of in the fature by 
workingmen who are seeking to right 
wrongs. There can be nodoubt that the 
strike in the southwest, and the results it 
has brought about, has done an almost irre- 
parable injury to the cause of the Knights of 
Labor. That cause, in order to be success- 
ful, must appeal strongly to public senti- 
ment—the ‘public sentiment that is never ap- 
pealed to in vain in the cause of human jus- 
tice. In this instance, however, the strike 


has been of a reckless, and, in many respecte, 


a lawless character. The law has been vio- 
lated and the real sufferer has been the pub- 
lic. Mr. Powderly, himself, has character- 
ized the strike as wrong, but he could not 
contro! it, and the result has been such as to 
make an impression on the public mind un- 
favorable to the cause of the Knights of 
Labor and wholly at variance with the prin- 
ciples on which the order is based. 

If, on the other hand, the result of the 
strike had been such as to’ arouse in Jay 
Gould a sense of his responsibilities and an 
appreciation of his relations to the men he 
employes, the Knights of Labor engaged in 


“it would merit and win the sympathy and 
applause of the public. 


But the result has 
been far different. Mr. Gould has not only 
not been convinced—he has not even been 
injured in that most sensitive part of his 
person, his pocket. All the injury that has 


} i been inflicted has fallen directly on the 
_ public. Instead of embarrassing the Gould 


roads, the strike has embarrassed the pub- 
lic, All the suffering, all the incoprenjance, 
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all the losses have been on the part of the 
public; for the public will event- 
ually have to pay for thedamage done to 
the railroads. In addition te all this, there 
has been unnecessary violence—there has 
been even bloodshed. 

And now up jumps Mr. Gould, pert and 
chipper and smiling a sinister smile. He 
proclaims himself an American citizen, and 
says he will see to it that he is protected by 
the laws. There is nodoubt that Gould is 
an American citizen, and a very fine one. 
He is so notorious a citizen that every think- 
ing man—even among the workingmen 
themsel ves—must see that no’strike can be a 
remedy against Jay Gould. A railroad 
strike hurts the public and the public only. 

The remedy for Jay Gouldis a much 
more complex affair than a strike. In effect, 
the people of this country have made him 
what he is, and they have been engaged for 
years in building him up and placing more 
power in his hands, His native audacity 
has been enlarged by success until he has 
come to be quite a dangerous character. For 
all this the people, and, among them, the 
Knights of Labor, are to blame. ‘They have 
elected legislatures and congresses that Jay 
Gould eould buy; they have tolerated judges 
that he could bribe; they have indorsed 
officials that he could corrupt. Jay Gould 
is simply a sign of the times—a product of 
our politics. In the days of honesty and 
simplicity, Jay Gould would be an impossi- 
bility ; but, unless the people, the voters of 
the country, see proper to make reforms— 
until they see proper to elect honest men to 
represent them in all departments of govern- 
ment, the land will swarm with Jay Goulds. 


Khode Island Shaken Up. 

The millionaire mill-owners of Rhode Is- 
land are very muchsurprised. At first they 
were almost stupefied. Their amazement 
springs from two sources: first, the defeat of 
a regular republican nominee of the state 
ticket, and secondly, from the adoption of 
prohibition. The defeat of Attorney Gen- 
eral Colt has fairly upset the men and mil- 
lionaires who thought they held the state in 
fee simple, and had ‘arranged the suffrage 
and other machinery to insure control. The 
millionaires are no less ehagrined over the 
adoption of the prohibitory amendment. In 
Newport they are in a state of consternation. 
A millionaire cottager can no more give 
away intoxicating drinks than he can sell 
them. > The law applies as much to Newport 
as to Woonsocket—to operatives and opera- 
tors alike. There are no exceptions to the 
sweep of the new amendment. The ring 
did not dream that any man on the state 
ticket™ would be defeated, and they were 
confident the amendment would be defeated. 
They are in hot water, and do not know how 
to get out of it. ~ 

Rhode Island is the fourth state that has 
adopted prohibition. The other three are 
Maine, Kansas and Iowa. It has been car- 
ried in spots in other states, but the four 
states are the only ones that have swallowed 
prohibition in¥ allopathic doses. In Rhode 
Island three-fifths ot the voters accepted it. 
Even three-fifths of populous Providence 
voted for the amendment. The legislature 
is directed to carry prohibition into effect by 
appropriate legislation, and asthe time draws 
near for the meeting of the legislature the 
people begin to appreciate the coming change 
of law and drinks, 
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Trouble. Among the Trojans. 

Ancient Troy had her full share of trouble, 
but the Troy of our day, in the state of New 
York, bids fair to surpass her namesake. 

The enemies of our modern Troy are not 
veteran warriors, armed with shields and 
spears and catapults. But they are none 
the less formidable. The streets swarm with 
them, and they are securely intrenched in 
every Trojan household. 

To cut it short, this common-place city 
with a classic name is now engaged ina 
gigantic tussle with her bib and tucker pop- 
ulation. The youngsters in the public 
schools, following the example of various 
labor organizations, banded themselves to- 
gether and struck for shorter hours of study. 
The revolt spread rapidly, and in three days 
was underjfullheadway. The A BC pupils 
exhibited a remarkable degree of conserya- 
tism, and refused to join the strike, but as 
there is good reason to believe that they will 
be licked if they show up on the streets, 
they will study the alphabet at home for the 
present. 

It is estimated that 1,000 boys are engaged 
in this; insurrection. They have beaten 
their teachers and janitors in several skir- 
mishes, and have managed to outrun the 
police. They have kept the school-doors 
barricaded and have whipped every milk 
and water boy who showed a disposition to 
yield to the constituted authorities. 

Fortunately there is now a brighter out- 
look. The worst is believed to be over. The 
backbone of the strike was broken when the 
boys proposed to leave the matter to an arbi- 
tration board. Numbers of determined pa- 
rents at once saw their way out of the diffi- 
culty. They informed the urchins that 


‘arbitration boards were scarce in that vicin- 


ity, but other boards abounded, and their 
virtnes would doubtless be equal to the 
emergeney. This was on the fourth day of 
the trouble, and on that night the welkin 
rang with a monotonous ‘‘whack, whack,’’ 
coming up from every backyard in the town. 
When the morning came many of the pupils 
appeared atschool. They were crestfallen 
and ready to study their lessons, but they 
seemed to be ill at ease in their seats. It is 
safe to predict that this troublesome rebellion 
will speedily come to an end. The strikers 
are not prepared to oppose the arbitrary 
methods, not to say vielence, of the home- 
ruler faction. The same battle, however, 
may have to be fought over some other time. 


Artificial Butter. 

Two hundred million pounds of bogus but- 
ter are annually manufactured in this coun- 
try, and no small part of this immense pro- 
duct is marketed in the southern states. It 
isa matter of local interest, therefore, to 
know what articles enter into its eomposi- 
tion. The patented formulas for the making 
of spurious butter are official evidence, and 
in them we seek the information we want. 
We need not take up the patents one by one, 
for that would tire the reader: but we will 
group the seventeen patents together, and 
thereby ascertain what bogus butter is made 
of. Sixty different articles are named in the 
Seventeen patents. Among them are sugar 
of lead, bi-sulphate of lime, borax, salicylic 
acid, benzoic acid, orris root, cotton seed oil, 
bi-carbonate of soda, glycerine, capsylic 
acid, alum, capsic acid, sulphite of soda, 
cows’ udders, sulphuric acid, pepsin, tallow, 
tard, salt, corn starch, butyric ether, caustic

potash, castor oi], chalk, hark, 


caul, oil of sesame, oil of sanflower seeds, © 


olive oil, turnip seed oi], broma chloralam, 
chlorate of potasb, oil of sweet almonds, oil 
of peanuts, peroxide of manganese, stomach 


of pigs, sheep or calf, nitrate of soda, mus- | 


tard seed oil, nitric acid, dry blood albumen, 
ugar, butryic acid, bi-carbonate of potash 
and caustic soda. 

The chief difficulty consists, of course, in 
deodorizing and neutralizing the fats so that 
they cannot be detected. Patent No. 301,782 
furnishes, it is said, the fayorite process. 
This process ‘‘consists in-ftest forming a soap 
emulsion of the fats or fatty oils with caus- 
tic soda lye by heat; then adding chlorinated 
soda; then precipitating the lyes; then ap- 
plying chile alkaline lye or chlorinated 
gas, to oe emulsion.”” This process 
was origitiafiy patented in England, and is 
in general use. 

“It is notorious,’’ says Mr. J. H. Crane, of 
Washington city, ‘‘that what is ¢ 
terine is now generally made ing 

Itisonly afew day s that the 
undersigned had sent to from a large 
soap factory at the west a sample of soapand 
a sample of butterine. The two go hand in 
hand together. Why is butterine made in 
soap factories? The reason is evident. It is 
because it can be made cheaper there. If 
‘the ham-fat man’’ brings in more grease 
than is wanted for soap the surplus can be 
made into butterine. If he brings in more 
than is wanted for butterine the surplus can 
be turned into soap. In this way the two 
play into each other’s hands. The process of 
bleaching and deodor'zing is said to be about 
the same in each, the same poisonous alkalis 
being used in each. It is a mistaken idea 
that some have that butterine is never made 
of anything but the purest leaf lard and best 
creamery butter. Itmay be thatsoap man- 
ufacturers buy pure leat lard to use in their 
business.. If so, I have never heard of it. 
Butterine can be made of soap grease, and | 
believe is made of soap grease, and some- 
times of the most disgusting kind. The 
bleaching and deodorizing process it is put 
through makes it impervious to taste or 
emell. But the worst remains to be told of 
this disreputable business. Formerly dead 
animals were collected and buried ata heavy 
expense. Now they command a premium, 
even tothe rabid dogs. What becomes of 
them’? Let the boiling establishments and 
the butterine factories answer. Horses dying 
with glanders or pneumonia, and dogs dy- 
ipg with rabies are all gathered up and cart- 
ed to the boiling establishment, where the 
fat is extracted, put up in barrels and ship- 
pedaway. This diseased fat, after being put 
in shipping order, is saif to look as clean and 
mice asany other. What becomes of it? 
Where does it go, and for what purpose is it 
used? Isit marked to distinguish it from 
any other fat? Iam told, not by one who has 
been in the business. What assurance have 
we that it does not find its way to the but- 
terine factories? None’’ 

We need not dwell upen the evil results of 
such impure, such disgusting food. We do 
not even ask congress or the state legisla- 
tures to dea] harshly with the scoundrels that 
make spurious butter. We desire to lay be- 
fore our readers the plain, simple fag of the 
case, in the belief that they will act individ- 
ually so as to drive from our markets the vile 
compound altogether. Individual action is 
sufficient. Let: every man who wants a 
pound of butter first ascertain who made it 
and where it has been since it was made. 


PEOPLE in comfortable circumstances sneer 
at the idea of starvation in this age of Christi- 
anity and civilization, A short time ago the 
widow McLaughlin, on the bleak Irish coast 
of Westport, fell

These are 
used in setting opjects for the microscope. Large 
plates of it, often a yard in diameter, are found in 
Norway, Sweden, Siberia, Peru and Mexico. There 
it is Sometimes used as a substitute for glass in win- 
dows; itit also put in lanterns, especially for ships 
at sea, as it bears sudden changes of temperature 
better than glass and is not liable to be broken by 
the discharge of cannon. It is also employed ina 
powdered state to give a brilliant appearance to 
walls, and asa fine sand sprinkled on writing. 
When it is ina state of very fine powder it is 
known as Cat's gold or cat’s silver, according to its 
color. Itisusually colorless, but is often white, 
gray, green, red, brown, black or yellow.

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PROGRESS AT THE SOUTH. 


Lecture in Union Hall by the Rev. George 
L, Chaney, of Atlanta. 


From the Boston Herald. i 
At the hall of the Young Mens’ Christian 
union, lest evening, the Rev. George L. Chaney, of 
Atlanta, iectured upon the subject of “South and 
North : A Famous Victory.’ Ashe explained, he 
‘meant by this victory that triumph which the ideas 
and methods of our northern civilization has 
already . ained in the southern section of states. 
It is not a victory, he said, which superior 
skill or force haye achieved, but a victory 
of intelligence and good will, wherein he 
apportioned the greater share of praise to the 
southern people. it is comparatively easy for tne 
victor in the strife of arms to be magnanimous and 
cordial; but for the conquered people to manifest 
these feelings implies that they have gained for 
themselves that greatest of victories, self con uest 
Though for a time suspicious—and it was not un- 
ressonable that they should be—of the designs o! 
northern people in efforts to spread schools and 
other means of education among the blacks, the 
white people of the south soon reaii 
zed that no ill was intended thereby, and in receut 
years they have very general'y been cordiai and 
sympathetic in respect to these educational enter 
prises, They appreciate the value of the fact to 
them that in twenty years the amount of illiteracy 
among the negro race has been diminished 30 per 
eent. Ifthe negro is by law a citizen they under- 
stand thatit is essential tothe welfgre of all that 
he should be possessed of the means of information 
that intelligence, and not ignorant prejudice, may 
guide him. Itis the whiie man’s security as 
well as the black man’s that is measurably 
guaranteed thereby. The lecturer gave instances 
of the manifestation of this improved feeling 
among the southern white people, and quoted a 
prominent citizen of Georgia, who had been active 
on the confederate side in the war, who told him 
that the state could not have been carried for the 
temperance cause as it has, except for the moral in- 
fluence exerted among the blacks by the graduates 
of Atlanta university. In Atlanta, the lecturer said 
that he had found avery general willingness among 
the ae native there to co-operate 
in all enterprises and organized move- 
ments for charity, education and } 
in all that pertains to the every-day busi- 
ness of a practical Christianity. In respect to in- 
dustrial education he had been able to accomplish 
more therein three years than he couldin ten 
years in Boston. He said that the most important 
enefit that northern members of congress could 
bestow on the south would be to assist in passing 
the bill which provides fora general educationa 
system to be maintained at the south bya national 
fund. He held it was the duty of the north, hav- 
ing by ferce of law made the black men citizens, 
to provide means for making them intelligent cit- 
izes,

The “Crazy King’s” Cave.

A writer contributes an interesting article on 
the palaces and buildings of King Ludwig II. in 
the Bavarian highlands. The description given of 
the mysterious grotto in the Linderhoff carries one 
in imagination to the sp!endors of the ‘‘Arabian 
Nights’ caves: It is a high, spacious stalactitic 
cave. with many offshoots, secret niches and 
obscure recesses, before which you stand. 
From all corners, niches nd clefis of 
the rock—from many recesses covered 
with colored glass toright, to left, above, below— 
streams a sea of light, now yellow, now green, now 
violet, rose, red or blue, suffusing all parts with an 
indescribable splendor.

Standing on the 
bow of thiagliiminutive boat is Amor spanning his 
bow. Ri and lefi the boat 1s adorued with red 
coral. A pair of doves, whose bills are united in 
kisses, are shown in the actof alighting upon the 
left side of the boat. Two gulden oars await 
the appearance of the mariner. Above on the 
ruck rests the bewitching siren, combing her 
golden waving locks with a golden comb. On the 
wall of the cave, too, is Hacki’s beantiful picture 
of ‘‘Tannhauser Slumbecring in the Lap of Venn:.’’ 
There is also a mirror three and a half meters high 
and two meters broad. ‘Three plates were 
broken in transit before this one was safely 
afixed to the rock place where the 
mirror stands a smal! stair, with wooden rails, 
leadstothe king’s seat. It is a seat some two 
meters in length, the back part of which is formed 
out of 4 giant sbell, while roses and rushes en- 
twine it all around. Here King Ludwig II loves 
to sit and gaze at once on pictures of life, love and 
beauty.

Workmen Powderly has today issued a circu- 
lar to all members of the Knights of Labor, 
appealing to them to contribute every dollar 
they can spare to help carry on the strike in 
st. Lonis and vicinity and on the south west- 


ern railroads. 
HOW STRIKERS ARE SUPPORTED, 


Sr. Louis, April 15.—Sinee the arrival of * 


the general committee contributions now run- 
ning upto thousands of dollars have been re- 
ecived every day by them. For the last week 
they have averaged over $2,000 a day. All 
this movey has been sent out to be distributed 
among the strikers at every point on the sys- 
tem where it is needed, and it has been suffi - 
cient to meet all demands so far, without call- 
ing on the reserve fund of the order or order- 
ing an assessment. But Mr. Powderly’s direc- 
tien for a call for contributions 
meets with the approval of the board because 
it will prove to the public that the strike has 
the indorsement of the order in general. It 
goes directly to the strikers ghrough their 
assemblies. The rent and board of a single 
man is paid, and men with families are paid 
whatthey need for clothing, rent’ and gro- 


ceries, The money is furnished them directly © 


in some cases and in others thei: bills are paid. 
The men who are not Knights of Labor are 
helped in the same way. It makes no differ- 
ence whether or notthey are Knights of Labor 
if they are out. The knights have pleuty of 
money to keep all of the men who will help 
im the strike. More than this, they intend to 
pay men for not working, who are now at 
work and who have been forced to go to work 
since the strike began; and who, not being 
Knights of Labor, thought that they could 
not depend on the knights for assistance. 
STRIKERS DISMISSED FROM COURT. 

The cases against J. J. McGary, judge advo- 
cate of the Knights of Labor, and others ar- 
rested for trespassing upon the premises of the 
Missouri Pacific railway, were dismissed to- 
day, the evidence against the prisoners not 
being suflicient to convict. 

AT THE RAILROAD YARDS, 

In East St. Louis today the strikers are not 
numerous in the streets or around the rail- 
roads’ premises, and the quantity of freight 
handled by nine roads centering there is in 
excess of that handled at any time since the 
strike was commenced. The business done is 
short of what it would be were no strike in 
force. @ This is not because the railroads 
are notina condition to handle all freight 
offered them, for the most of them have very 
near a full force of men at work, because ship- 
pers gencrally fear delay and possible loss if 
they ship by the roads affected by the strike. 
The crippling of transfer facilities between 


_ the different yards bas heretofore lessened the

through freight business, but today the ferries 
have all been called into service and plying to 
and fro between the different railroad yards 
situated on the levee.

THE TAILORS IN TROUBLE. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 15.—The largest 
strike ever known in Milwaukee has been in- 
augurated by the shop tailor’s union. It is 
asserted that over four thousand operatives 
are affected, although a large majority of these 
have no interest in the strike, and are, in fact, 
epposed to it. The strike is to secure the 
adoption of a ‘new scale of prices. All the 
wholesale establishments in the city are af- 
fected by the strike. Outside of members of 
the shop tailor’s union is a large number of 
single hands, men and women, who take work 
direct from the wholesale dealers. ‘This 
class, it is alleged, make on an average 
more money than shop workers, and is, there- 
fore, not in sympathy with the strike. 

They have all quit work, however, from fear 
of violence on the part of the strikers. There 
seems, so far as can be learned by interviews 
with wholesale dealers, no likelihood of any 
compromise, and after the usual exhilaration 
and excitement at the inception of the strike, 
both sides will settle down to the stubborn test 
of which is the strongest. Prominent whole- 
sale dealers said, in speaking of the new scale, 
that the dealers could cut up their work, send 
it east to be made up, and after paying all ex- 
penses, including express charges, cost would 
be less than to have it made under new 
scale of prices. Cutters are join- 
ing their forces with the tailors 
to secure a reduction of hours with the con- 
tinuance of the present wages. Silence reigns 
among the wholesale offices and the oftice force 
in each establishment has nothing to do. The 
damage to the clothing trade by the strike, if 
it is long continued, will, it is alleged, be con- 
siderable, as Milwaukee is the largest clothing 
manufacturing center in the west outside of 
Chicago. 

UNABLE TO MEET THE DEMAND. 

CuicaGo, April 15.—The furniture factory 
of F. Mayer & (o., extending from No. 319 to 
329 South Canal street, has been closed by the 

rietors rather than accede to the demand 
of their workmen, who want an advance of 20 
per cent in wages and eight hours a day. 
Between 275 and 300 men are idle in conse- 
quence. ; 
ture Workers’ union. Mr. Mayer said today that 
it was his intention to keep the factory closed 
for the present. He said the business would 
not allow paying the advance demanded by 
themen. He was willing to pay as much as 
other furniture manufacturers.

KILLED BY COUCH. 


A Stiff Bond Placed Upon a White Man for 
Killing a Negro. 

DecatvR, Ala., April 15.—[Special.]—Jasper 
N. Couch has been admitted to bail in the sum 
of $12,000. Couch had, for safe keeping, a 
small sum of monty belonging to Pink Brown, 
colored, that Brown, while under the in- 
fluence of whisky, went to Couch’s yaid gate 
and demanded the money; Couch proposed to 
send to his saloon and deliver it to him. This 
was unsatisfactory and sharp words passed un- 
til, finally blows were struck, and after a brief 
tussle they separated.

WASHINGTON AFFAIRS: 


VARIOUS ITEMS FROM THE NA- 
TIONAL CAPITAL. 


The Pan-Electric Investigation — Mr. Ranney’ 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—[Special]—The 
Pan-Electric investigation draws well, consid- 
ering the length of time it has been running. 
The dark little room in the basement of the 
capitol where the committee holds its sessions 
is full of reporters and spectatorsevery day. 
The testimony already heard will filla large 
volume. and the investigation promises to cost 
a good round sum before it is over. 

The most conspicuous member of the com- 
mittee is Mr. Ranney, of Massachusetts, who is 
serving his third term from one of the Boston 
districts. His admiring constituents are fond 
of calling him “the brains of the Massachusetts 
delegation,” and look upon him as a remarka- 
ble lawyer. In this investigation 
he, has shown superior skill as a cross-examiner. 
He has succeeded in irritating almost every 
witness who has yet been before the commit- 
tee. This he has done, not by skilful and per- 
plexing use of the privileges of cross-examina- 
tien, but by inmuendoes and imputations. 
Whenever a witness makes any statement fa- 
vorable to the Pan-Electric cow pany or excu!- 
patory of the government officials who advised 
and brought the suit, Mr. Ranney is ready 
with a suggestion of self interest as the color- 
ing of the testimony. In several instances he 
has provoked sharp retorts and allusions to 
himself as the representative of the Bell tele- 
phone monopoly. When the wit- 
ness thus fires up” there is invariably 
“ascene’ which Chairman Boyle promptly 
suppresses. 

Mr. Rannsey’s characteristics, as displayed 
in this committee, bear out the estimate which 
has been put on him us acongressman.

The Character of the Men who Led the East 
St. Louis Sheriffs. 

MoNTGOMERY, Ala., April 15.—Thomas G. 
Hewlett, the man who led the East St. Louis 
Sheriffs when they shot and killed nine per- 
sons, one of them a woman, was for a number 
of years deputy United States marshal under 
Marshal Sloss, of the northern district of Ala- 
bama. While employed asa deputy marshal, 
Hewlett traveled extensively through the 
eounties of north Alabama, and everybody in 
that section knew him. His duties led him to 
deal mostly with the mountaineers who don’t 
like to pay revenue. When a warrant was 
placed in his Hewlett’s hands, he rarely failed 
to find his man and execute it. He was sim- 
ply a determined man. He is rather 
slightly built, will weigh about 
145 pounds. and is now some- 
where from thirty-fiveto forty years old. He 
is nervous and impetuous, but considered to 
bea man of true courage and genuine back- 
bone. Inthesummer of 1550 Hewlett shot 
and killed Sandy Bynum, colored, near Hunts- 
ville. The trouble occurred at a_ political 
meeting just prior toan election day. Hew- 
lett was arrested, tried and acquitted. About 
three years ago he went to Mississippi, and 
since that time he has never resided in Ala- 
bama. In Mississippi his record was as check- 
ered and eventful as it was in this state. He 
was one of the contracting parties in a roman- 
tic marriage which tock place in Meridian.

Discussing Atlanta’s New Road. 

From the Milledgeville, Ga., Recorder. 

With due deference to those who have the 
matter in hand, we desire to say that. we think 
there are two points which should determine the 
route; and one is that the road should be carried 
to the nearest city on the seacoast having a 
good harbor and possessing the necessary popula- 
tion, capital and all the business appliances and 
foreign trade associations, which would make it a 
desirable piace tor Atlanta to connect herself with 
by her railroad. This would be vastly better, it 
would seem, than to tie on to a smal! town, like 
Port Royal, which would have tobe built up be- 
fore it would answer her purposes. Secondly, the 
road should be built as nearly as practicable on an 
air-line, to give it the greatest advantage over all 
its competitors. With these two conditions com- 
plied with, aglance at the map, we think, will 
show that Savannah is the seaport which Atlanta 
should connect with. It will also show thata 
very small divergence trom ao air-line would run 
from Atlanta, through Monticello, Milledgeville 
and Sandersville, crossing the Central rail- 
road near theJatter place), and run thence for one 
hundred miles through Johnson, Emanuel, Bul- 
lech end Chatham counties to Savannah. For 
about one hundred miles the lower end of the road 
would, in passing through the above named coun- 
ties, pass through a region well stocked with fine 

ine timber, comparatively remote from railr 

acilities, for itis separated from the Central rail- 
road by the Ogeechee river for nearly that distance. 
The Central railroad would be the great rival of 
the new road, and from Atlanta to Savannah by it 
isabout 295 miles. By the map we have before us, 
an airline from Atiantato Savannah is about 206 
miles. Addten per centto that for necessary di- 
vergence from a straight line to lessen the cost of 
the grading, (a heavy allowance we think) andthe 
distance when properly located would be about 
226 miles—making the distance by the new road 67 
moiles less than by the Central. With such heavy 
odds against it, could the latter compete with the 
former for freight or passengers?

NATIONAL POULTRY AND BENCH 
ASSOCIATION ORGANIZED. 


A Convention of Prominent Poultry Breoders Meet 
and Organize forthe Purpose of Encouraging 
the Breeding of all Kinds of Pet Stock—A 
Show to be Held in Atlanta. 


A larze number of prominent poultry breed- 
ers from the states of Indiana, Illinois, Kea- 
tucky, Tennessee, Alabama, South Carolina, 
North Carolina, and Georgia, assembled at the 
department of agriculture yesterday morning 
for the purpose of forming a national ass cia- 
ticn of poultry breeders. 

Mayor Hillyer, in behalfof the city of At- 
lanta, and R. J. Lowry, for the chamber of 
commerce, made short and appropriate speech- 
es of welcome. “st 

Mr. Will Wilson was made temporary chair- 
man, with Mr. W. G. Whidby secretary. At 
the suggestion of the chairman the delegates 
enrolled their names. Athens, Tenn., pro- 
sented the largest delegation, which consisted 
of sceven prominent breeders, with R. T. 
Fisher at the head. 

On motion the following committees were 
appointed by the chair. 

On constitution and by-laws—R. J. Fisher, 
J. JI. Toon and Clark Grier. 

On permanent organization—W. B. Hender- 
son, G. H. Eddleman and R. D, Lock. 

On executive committee—D. M. Owens, T. 
O. Hall and W. G. Whidby. 

These committeesthen retired, and while 
they were out a recess was taken. 

Upon the return ofthe committees they 
made their reports for the consideration of 
the convention. 

The committee on constitution and by-laws 
submitted a report providing that the name of 
the association shall be »the National Poultry 
and Bench association, the object: being to en- 
courage the interest and promote improvement 
in breeding and mamagement o% poultry, 
pigeons and pet stock, and to hold exhibitions 
in any city at such time as shall be designated 
by a majority of the executive committee 
present at a regular meeting of said commit- 


tee. 

The report provided that the officers of the 
association shall consist of a president, vice- 
president, secretary, assistant secretary and a 


treasurer, to be elected by a majority of those 


votes cast at the annual meeting, the term of 
said officers to be one year. | 

Applicants for membership after tlhe pay- 
ment of a membership fee of $1and upon be- 
Apd recommended by a majority of the mem- 

rs of the committee will be admitted. The 
report also provided that the president shall 
preside at the meetings, and in event of his 
absence, the vice president will preside, the 
secretary to conduct all of the correspondence 
and keep the books and records of the associa- 
tion, and the treasurer to manage the funds of 
the association. The report was adopted. 

The committee on permanent organization 
reported as follows: For president, H. W. 
Grady, of Atlanta; vice president, R. D. Lock, 
of Savannah; secretary, R. J. Fisher, of 
Athens, Tenn.j treasurer, Clark Grier, of 


n. 

Mr. Grady, after thanking the committee 
for the honor conferred upon him in placing 
his name before the convention, asked that he 
be excused from serving,as he had not the 
time to devote tothe duties of the office. He 
said that THE CONSTITUTION heartily endorsed 
the movenient, and that he could be depended 
upon to give the organization any assistance 
4n his power. It was impossible for him to 
serve and he begged to be excused. 

He then suggested the name of R. J. Low- 
ry, president of the chamber of commerce, as 
the proper man to take the lead in the move- 
ment. 

Mr. Morrisen moved to adopt the report of 


’ the cemmittee. 


Mr. Lock seconded the motion and the re- 
port was adopted. 

The executive committee submitted a report 
suggesting thatthe first annual poultry and 
bench show shall be held at Atlanta, commenc- 
ing January 15th and closing on the 22d. It 
was stated in presenting this report to the 
convention that the Gate City Guard armory 
could be secured for the use of the association 
upon that occ‘sion. The reportof the com- 
mittee was adopted and the committee was 
authorized to secure the armory for the use 
indicated and make all preparations fur the 


how. 

T. O}Hall was nominated and elected second 
vice president of the association as provided 
for in the constitution. 

The following executive comumittee was ap- 
pointed by thé chairman to serve until the 
annual meeting: W. B Henderson, Will Wil- 
son of Atlanta, R. D. Lock of Savannah, J. Q. 
Strange of Athens, Tenn , and W. G. Whidby. 

Mr. F sher,upon beivg asked how many head 
of poultry he thought would be on exhibition 
at the initial show, stated that he believed 
fully 2,000 would be exhibited. 

Mr. Wiison stated that at the poultry show 


‘in New Orleans during the exposition, 2,500 


chickens were exhibited. 

A motion was adopted providing for the 
appointment of vice presidents from the sev- 
eral states of the union upon the suggestion of 
their names by the secretary of the association. 

Mr. lisher.in referring to premium lists,said 
that Mr. B. M. Pierce, of Indianapolis, the 
best aud most prominent judge of poultry in 
the United States, had written him that the 
most successful poultry shows that he had 
ever seen, had no premiums. That the ex- 
hibitors were satisfied in having an opportunity 
of showing their exhibits. 

Mr. Grady suggested the offering of gold 
medals. Mr. Fisher thought the suggestion a 
good one, and the executive committee was 
requested to give the subject proper consider- 
ation. 

The secretary was instructed to have the 
coustitution and by-laws printed for the use 
of the members of the association. 

A vote of thanks was tendered to the agri- 
cultural commissioner for the use of his de- 

artment; to Captain R. J. Lowry for tha ten- 

er of the chamber of commerce in the event 
that it was needed; to the president and sec- 
retary, and to D. U.Sloan, of the National 
hotel, for his attention to the visiting dele- 
gates. 

The convention then adjourned. 

A TALK WITH MR. FISHER. 

Mr. R. J. Fisher, who was elected secretary 
is cashier of the National bank at Athens, 
Tenn., and perhaps the largest breeder in the 
south. He says: 

“The exhibition will be a great success. I 
have letters from at least fifty prominent 
breeders in the north and west, who say they 
will be present with a large number of coops. 
Shelby county, Indiana, has three hundred 
breeders, and the chairman of the association 
writes ‘the Shelby county boys will go to At- 
lanta in a body if they have to walk.’ I have 
a letter from one Michigan breeder, who will 
bring thirty-three coops. Mr. Conger, who is 
the most famous breeder in the conntry, says 
he will be on hand with a large exhibit. You 
can count certainly‘on several hundred breed- 
ers, and two or three thousand coops. It may 
largely exceed this. The armory, which we 
have engaged for the exhibition, will hold 
three thousand coops comfortabiy.” — 

‘The scheme meets with great favor ?” 

“Yes. What southern breeders want is an 
exhibition for the south that will be to this 
section what the Madison Garden exhibition is 
tothe north. Every breederin America watches 
the reports of the Madison Garden show, and 

. 6very breeder who takes a prize makes his 
Own price for his chickens, and is flooded with 
orders, The Indianapolis show sets the stand- 
ard for the west, and the Atlanta show will do 
the same for the south.” 

“What about Mr. Pierce, the 
judge?” 

“He is considered the best in America, and 
for this reason we have selected him. There 
is not a breeder who will not show with confi- 
dence under Mr. Pierce's inspection, and his 
decision will carry as much weight as that of 
any manin the country. In everything, the 
standard of this show must be as high as that 
of Madison Garden,” 

“What about the expenses?” . 

Ithink they wili carry themselves. The 
association, will of course, appreciate the of- 
fering of medals by the Atlanta people. A 
purse of five hundred dollars contributed by

“Very. Itis a business that appeals to ev- 
erybody. It requires no capital. Iknow sev- 
eral breeders whose sales amount toa thousand 
dollars a month, and of scores who average 
from three to six thousand a year. I am be- 
hind three hundred dollars in orders for eggs. 
I put one advertisement in the weekly Con- 
STITUTION and the result clegned me out. 
Fine chickens sell as readily as fine Jerseys, 
at better profit and less expense. It is not un- 
‘usual to pay from a hundred to a hundred and 
fifty dollars for a single chicken, and there are 
n any breedeis who sell nothing for less than 
$25 atrio. The chickens exhibited here wiil 
be a revelation to the people.” 

“You have added the bench show to the 
poultry exhibit.” ‘ ‘ 

“Yes. this is done on high advice. It is 
the custom at the Madison Gardens and other 
great shows. The breeders of fine dogs are 
interested, and will come here in large num- 
bers. You may count on the show being a 
big success. The Madison Garden show is in 
December, the Indianapolis show the first of 
January, and the Atlanta show will follow on 
the 15th. The best coops from all these shows 
will be brought to Atlanta.” 

Mr. Fisher left for his home yesterday at- 
terncon and will at once prepare and issue 
the premium list. Parties desiring to join 
the association, the only fee for which is one 
dollar, can do so by addressing him.

~. Jndge John Rhea died at his home, 41 East 
Cain street, yesterday morning at 5 o’clock. 

His death was not unexpected, for he had 
been in very bad health for more than two 
years past, and about 2 month ago was forced 
to resign the office ofjustice of the peace of 
the 1234th district, which office he had held 
since June 1877, continuously.

The clubs will all play today as yesterday, 
though the result may be different.

HEARING THE NEWS FROM CHARLESTON, 

About five hundred people gathered in the 
opera house yesterday to hear the game re- 
ported in detail from Charleston. A large 
number of ladies) were present and testified 
their interestin the game by frequent ap- 
plause.
